The Chinese (Cantonese) in 
California have an unusual pre- 
disposition for cancer ofthe naso- 
pharynx，reports a cancer re- 
search paper published in May 
1974 by the California State De- 
partment of Health . 

Based on preliminary results 
from a 1969 cancer inclidence SUrT- 
vey in the San Francisco Bay 
Area，the report continues，the 
nasopharyngeal eancer (NPC) in- 
cidence rate for Chinese males 1s 
17.8 per 100,000，whalle for white 
males it is 0.9 per 100;000. 

Comparatively speaking，the 
rate for Chinese in California is of 
the magnitude of the very high 
rate in Southeast Asia, and Some- 
what higherthan the rate for Chi- 
nese in Hawall. 

It seems that wherever the Chi- 
nese reside 一 whether in China， 
in Hong Kong，in Taiwan，or-in 
distant lands _ that have jlarge 
settlements of Chinese such as 
Indonesia，Singapore，New York 
City or California，there is a 
known high incidence of NPC 
among thenm. 

SECOND GENERATION 

According to this report (…The 
Effect of Migration on the Risk of 
Nasopharyngeal Cancer among 
Chinese, ”by Philip Buell)，a 
study of NPC deaths over the 
periodq 1958 to 1972 shows a lower 
risk ofthe disease among second- 
and third-generation Chinese in 
California.

SYMPTOMS 

The most obvious sign of naso- 
pharyngeal cancer 1S painless， 
unexplained: enlargement of the 
lymph nodes of the neck (lo 1” 
in Cantonese). Other Symptoms 
include nasal bleeding, dizziness 
and qdeafness, numbness over the 
face, and a one-Ssided headaehe. 

It is advised that any persis- 
tent，abnormal sign relating to 
the eye，-ear，hnose and neck 
should be checked by a physi- 
cian，Treatment with super- 
voltage radiotherapy has been 
effective in treating patients with 
NPC when diagnosed early. 

The State Health Department S 
SanFrancisco Bay Area Resource 
for Cancer Epidemiology (RCE) 
and the University of Southern 
California's School of Medicine 
are_ currently participating in a 
wide NPC research program， 
funded by the National Cancer 
Institute. Through laboratory 
studies and interVviews with NPC 
patients .and patients without 
cancer，the team hopes to find 
clues to the cause of nasopharyn- 
geal cancer. 

Locally, Grace Chen, epidemio- 
logic interviewer with RCE"Ss 
Family Health Services Section， 
will be interviewing patients in 
the San Francisco Bay Area be- 
sinning this week. 

The team plans to complete all 
studies _ within two years，. by 
whbich_ time there should _ have 
been 100 Chinese and 150 non- 
Chinese NPC cases and a similar 
number of controls interviewed .

AN IMPORTANT ISSUE 


Our June 19 editorlal “Dual Citizenship Rejected”has 
been criticlized by a number of community papers. We rec- 
ognize the Importance of this issue and welcome divergent 
Views. We do not expect everyone to Share our viewpoint. 
However，we urge all Chinese-American publications to de- 
vote Space to discuss thls problem of citizenshlip and politi- 
cal loyalty. 

We have made clear our objection to dual citizenship. In 
our midst there are clitizensof the Unlted States, permanent 
reslidents，and citizens of China. Each to his or her prefer- 
ence. All have our respect and approval. 

To those Chinese with U.S. citizenshlip，we urge them to 
pay attention to and to get involved in American politics， 
We feel that they should not promote political activities of 
China in this land. However, this does not mean that they 
cannotbe concerned with and make comments on the politi- 
cal Situation of China. 

Ours ls an Independent but not a neutral Stand; a Chinese- 
American but.not a Chinese national s posltlon. With the 
changing Situation in America and the world, we feel that it 
1s important for Chinese-Americans to unite to work for the 
betterment of the local communities. 


CHINAIOWN WORKERS STRIKE 


Chinatown men and women have not been wont to strike 
Over Working conditions, deplorable or otherwilse. For many 
of them，rmerely being emmployed is the difference between 
Sustenance and starvVation for themselves and thelr famailles. 

That workers chose to walk the plcket lines last Week， 
clearly jeopardlzing their working and immalgrant Statuses， 
indicates "only that working conditions have become more 
than unbearable-. 

We applaud the workers for finally coming out to Say， 
“Weve had it ”We applaud them for their part in changling 
the archalc standards that have inhibited and tormented 
Chinatown for so long. 

We also applaud the union for its part in bringing about 
better working condlitions for our people，but we caution 
its Tepresentatives to heed rather than lead the voices of oUr 
WOIKers. 


ROOTS OF CHINATOWN CRIME

There was no alternative to 
closing, since the shop was accu- 
mulating “a lot of debt，losing 
$2-6000 each month，” he ex- 
plained. Talk of closing the shop， 
due to be dismantled this week， 
began several months before the 
strike materialjized, he added. 

Russo countered the remarks 
by claiming that as late as the 
week preceding the strike,。ads 
for new workers appeared in the 
Chinese papers. 


BENEVOLENT EYE 

Tomkins，stating that the shop 
was _ created originally with a 
“benevolent eye towards the so- 
clal conditions” of Chinatown， 
cited “bonafide” attempts to 
make the conditions at the factory 
“good.”Much money was spent 
painting the walls and providing 
the best machines available. 


Employees were paid by a 
piece rate and protected by a $2 
minimum wage，he continued. A 
standard health plan covered all 
workers employed for more than 
three months; and the Sue inci- 
dent, he said，was a clerical error 
and not an intentional act by 
management,. Workers employed 


-for more than 172 years were also 


given bonuses provided by the 
parent company. 

Larry Sanders，a GCAMC su- 
pervisor，in _ commenting on the 
strike，offered only bewilder- 
ment. The shop，he stated，was 
clean and had adequate lighting. 
Working conditions there， he 
claimed，were “as good，ifi not 
better than two-thirds of the 
shops in the city.” Coffee ma- 
chines were，available at both 
了 loors of the factory，giving out 
hot water “in jless than one 
minute,， he added. 

Upon the shutdown ofGCAMC， 
Some 80 workers carried their 
Strike to the parent company， 
Espirit De Corps, at 900 Minne- 
sota Street. On Thursday，38 of 
them, plus Russo,， were arrested， 
all but one charged with obstruct- 
ing a sidewalk and interfering 
with a police officer in the per- 
formance of his duty-. 


INJURIES 
Apparently，witnesses say,， the 
driver of an 了 spirit De Corps 
truck，in choosing to ignore the 
“don't unload” shouts and the 


picket line that had formed block- 


ing a loading ramp of the com- 
pany，either reared towards the 
Strikers or encountered transmis-

In the ensuing emotionally 
charged melee，paddy wagons 
were stuffed “so crowded that 
two of the workers fainted，”ac- 
cording to an “Arrested Workers 
of GCAMC”statement. 


Upon being released，first on 
bail posted by ILGWU and: later 
on their own recognizance to 
appear for a court hearing August 
6, the workers returned to China- 


town，reliving before the press 
last Friday the bitterness and 
desperation that had caused at 
least one ofthe women to attempt 
Suicide 


Later in the afternoon，they 
were back marching in front of 
Espirt De :Corps，demanding 
better working conditions in a re- 
opened shop and chanting 
”Workers united shall never be 
defeated.”

Socjal Work Proposal 
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Upsets UC Stuaents 


Key issues remain unresolved 
and negotiations have broken o 储 
between Asian American Stu- 
dents and community representa- 
tives and the School of Social 
Welfare at UC Berkeley，accord- 
ing to a statement issued by the 
Asian Coalition on -Social Work 
Training (ACSWTI). 

On April 18，a $186,000 grant 
requested by the School was re- 
jected bythe National Institute of 
Mental Health (NIMH) after 
charges of discrimination were 
filed against the School by the 
Coalition ( 卫 /W 5/2). 

According to ACSWT，Milton 
Chernin，dean of the School，re- 
cently rejected requests to re- 
write a proposal with input from a 
third-world _ community advisory 
board.

THE CHINESE 7TMES:

When a person lives for 50 
years he joins the Geritol genera- 
tion. When a newSspaper exists 
for 50 years it becomes an institu- 
tion. The Chinese Times ( 爹 :出 
展 滞 瓜 ) celebrated its 50th anni- 
versary on Bastille Day, July 14. 

Easily the most successful and 
the most widely circulated Chi- 
nese language daily in America 
today，the Chinese Times，after 
50 years，can truthfully claim to 
be what it rather brashly called 
itself in the inaugural issue 一 the 
leading Chinese newspaper-. 

The journey to becoming an imn- 
stitution started for the Times in 
1921 when the eighth biennial 
convention ofthe Chinese Ameri- 
can ee Alliance (CACA， 


居 [; 亨 盒 使 )，an organization of 


U.S. citizens Chinese descent， 
approved the establishment of a 
printing frm, the United Publish- 


ingCo. mc. ( 同 放 忆 5 和 公 下 |)， 


to _ facilitate the organization 's 
publicity work. It was founded 
Miarch 10,， 1922. 

Searcely half a year after the 
fm had begun operations the 
Grand Lodge of the CACA in San 
Eranclisco Summoned the stock- 
holders to a meeting to consider 
the establishment of a_ daily 
newspaper.， A motion to that 
effect was carried in July 1922. 

CACA RESOLUTION 

Subsequaptly， the ninth con= 

vention of the CACA in 1923 


passed a resolution to the _ effect 


that any Pperiodical publication 
established by the Grand Lodge 
by soliciting capital from mem- 
bers should be the organ of the 
CACA. Besides working to ad- 
vance the common good of the 
members，Chinese Americans 
and non-citizen Chinese in this 
coOUntry，it was to be non-parti- 
san, not jeaning to any particular 
se 0 2 0 Or re- 


In due course，the Chinese 
Times printed its first issue on 
July 15, 1924. The Chinese Times 
pbuilding at 117-119 Waverly 
Place was to provide space for the 
newspaper s offices and printing 
plant for the next half century. 
The newspaper is still managed 
by a_ vintage staff of some 30 
years _ that shares room ,in .the 
Vvenerable hollows of the three- 
story brick building with a 50- 
year-old press that prints about 
I2,000 copies of the newspaper 
Six days a week.

DIFFICULTIES 

The difficulties faced by the 
Chinese Times in jlts formative 
years were indeed many. It found 
itself in an unenviable position of 
having to _ challenge the estab- 
lished newspapers in Chinatown . 

The struggle to stay in the 
black was an uphill fight in those 
beginning years. About a_ year 
after'the initial issue，all of the 
newspaper's _ capital funds had 
practically been depleted. At that 
time, the Chinese community had 
just witnessed the failure of Chi- 
nese American ventures into 
business i in the Canton Bank ( 气
